Puckett and L. F. Preston, 
first policemen to reach .the 
scene, reported Adair had 
been shot through the mouth with 
a bullet from a brand-new six- 
inch barrel 38-caliber revolver. 

The body was found sprawled 
at the curb in front of 63 Mont- 
goniery Ferry drive, at about 10:30 
o'clock. The patrolmen said the

Unfortunately past experiences have 
connected, in Atlanta minds, the words “farm- 
ers’ market” with such places as the dis- 
graceful area which once existed in the Cap- 
itol avenue vicinity and with the objection- 
able features of the present market at Wash- 
ington and Gilmer streets. 

As a matter of fact the market planned is 
a totally different type of establishment. It 
will be a permanent, well-kept, strictly regu- 
lated and desirable place of business. It will 
be as desirable as any type of industrial plant 
and in a few years will undoubtedly bring sev- 
eral million dollars annually in new business 
revenue. 

The cost is to be defrayed by the federal 
government, save for a sum so small as to be 
of no moment. It will be constructed according 
to the specifications of the market division of 
the United States Department of Agriculture, 
than Which there is no stricter bureau in ex- 
Sistence. 

After its completion it will be under the 
direct control of a group representing the fed- 
eral government, the state, the city and pri- 
vate interests. It will be strictly policed against 
undesirable characters or conditions and there 
will be no possibility of political interference 
in its strictly business management. 

Already other cities, including Birming- 
ham and Montgomery, advised of the location 
difficulties met with in Atlanta, are asking 
that the market be built in their area instead 
of in Atlanta.

National Cotton Week 

May 17 to May 25 has been designated as 
“National Cotton Week.” Georgia, with the 
rest of the nation, will devote that period to 
efforts to stimulate the discovery of new uses 
for cotton and to increase consumption of the 
southern-produced staple. 

There is, today, a surplus of 13,000,000 bales 
of cotton hanging like a cloud of depression 
over the cotton markets of the world. While 
that surplus remains it is hopeless for south- 
ern cotton producers to expect to obtain the 
price they should for their new crops. A huge 
surplus inevitably depresses market prices and, 
until it is consumed, the seller must remain at 
the mercy of the buyer. 

Two of the most important methods for re- 
duction of this surplus are through increased 
consumption, by discovery of new uses and by 
increased use of cotton goods by the general 
public. 

During National Cotton Week the retail 
stores of the nation will put added emphasis 
on cotton. They will show, in their displays, 
the beauty of modern cotton textiles and, if 
she doesn’t already know it, Miss America can 
then learn that she can confine her costume 
to cotton goods and still rival any woman of 
the whole world in allure and attractive ap- 
pearance. 

It is largely to the women that the south 
must. appeal if cotton’ consumption is to in- 
crease. The women do 70 per cent of the 
family buying for the nation and it is, largely, 
make the women “cotton conscious” that 
National Cotton Week is devoted.

FOUR-LANE ROAD TO SAVANNAH 
(From The Florida Times-Union.) 

With Florida state road department plans be- 
ing pushed for obtaining a right-of-way for the 
new Coastal highway route from the Jackson- 
ville airport to the Nassau county line, and offi- 
cials of the several Georgia counties traversed by 
this road studying plans for bujlding a new four- 
lane highway, this city and Savannah premise to 
become closer heighbors in the next few years. 

Plans for the Duval county section have been 
moving with tiresome slowness over too long a 
period, but at last there seems to be some like- 
lihoédd of definite action. With some degree cf 
luck the project should be completed within the 
next two or three years. It is expected to con- 
form to the modern idea of four lanes for traffic 
as heavy as that on the Coastal route. 

Completion of this stretch will leave that por- 
tion through Nassau county to be widened to the 
St. Mary’s river. There Georgia is planning to 
take up the construction of a four-lane highway 
across the state to South Carolina. Citizens of 
the counties involved voted overwhelmingly last 
June in favor of the project, but a second elec- 
tion must be held on a $4,000,000 bond issue, if 
that is the method of financing finally adopted. 

Right now the Coastal highway district board 
apparenly is trying to determine whether to re- 
sort to the bond issue or to continue indefinitely 
the present construction program that is being 
carried on by the state, which is spending about 
half a million dollars a year. Under the bond 
issue plan, a million dollars would be made avail- 
able each year for six years, the federai govern- 
ment contributing one-thitd, and the state retiring 
the remaining four millions at the rate of $333,- 
333 a year. 

. All that is required of the counties traversed 
by the road is that they pay the interest on the 
bonds, amounting to $320,000, or an éverage of 
$26,687 a year, and to provide the rights-of-way 
at a cost of about $500.000.

Atlanta pioneered in housing. There was opposition to be over- 
come. There still is opposition, but fortunately Atlanta's good sense 
prevailed. 

The $24,000,000 housing program is one reason why Atlanta has 
gone on showing progress in business. 

Those who opposed the pioneer project, Techwood, now know 
that instead of hurting values it has increased them. Recently real 
estate parcels near Techwood have sold at advances of 150 to 300 
per cent. 

More important to city governments, including our own, is the 
fact that such projects keep desirable citizens within the city limits, 
increases. the purchasing power of city stores, especially commodity 
stores, and generally makes for a more soivent city. 

In addition to adding real estate and desirable citizens, 
the housing projects reduce the city’s costs in fire calls, juvenile 
delinquency and extra police. 

Atlanta, with housing projects valued at $6,000,000 already com- 
pleted, has under construction another $18,000,000. 

This will give to Atlanta 4,817 low rent Os 
tions of the central section of the city. It will retain for 
that many families, an estimated 19,000 persons.

This, of course, is not at 
all justified. 

There is the objective of providing baths, lights, efficient heat- 
ing, places where clothes may be washed, and a few of the ordi- 
nary conveniences. 

The same sort of thing is going on in extending electricity to the 
farms so that refrigeration, lights, and other conveniences may be 
brought to them. 

Neither of these objectives could have been obtained without 
federal aid. Power companies generally held to the theory power 
was profitable only in large centers of population.

Lurch in the Garden 
At the White House 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON.—I didn’t tell you yesterday what a delightful 
spring day Sunday was. The sun shone warm and bright and a 
sense of irresponsibility seized me. I went for a ride, I had lunch 
in the sun in the garden, I visited friend and 
had other friends come to tea and dinner. It 
was a thoroughly pleasant day with very little 
work interspersed with the pleasure. 

I received two groups this morning, 
history group from Cathedral High 
New York city, under the care of Sister Vin- 
cent Loretta. The other, the Woman's Club 
from Frankfort, Pa. In a little while, the ladies 
of the cabinet are coming to lunch with me. 

Several items have been brought to my at- 
tention which I want to tell you about. First 
and foremost, for the sake of many people who 
will come from all over the country for the 
opening of the New York World’s Fair on Saturday, May 11, you 
should know that the mayor’s official World’s Fair Rooming Bu- 
reau, Inc., will again be active during the coming summer. Their 
object is to obtain hotel and room accommodations at prices con- 
sistent with the budgets of people visiting the fair. This is a non- 
profit organization and the only fee charged is 25 cents for the first 
night’s lodging, which goes to the committee to cover rhead. The 
members of the executive committee serve without salary, but there 
must be paid workers. The office of this bureau in the Chanin 
building, 122 East 42d street. 

I would like to tell you about Karamu House in Cleveland, Ohio, 
founded 25 years ago by Russell and Rowena Jelliffe, who are still 
its directors. Their objective ls further “the more complete 
functioning of the American Negro in the democratic life of 
the community and the nation as a whole, participating through 
the field of the arts.” Many years ago, James Weldon Jonnson told 
me that this country made a great cultural mistake in not bringing 
eut the natural gifts of his people, so it was interesting to hear 
what the results of 25 years of this work had been. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jelliffe have succeeded in creating and maintaining 
for 25 years the most outstanding Negro little theater in the coun- 
try. This theater has become. the national focal point for both 
Negro and white playwrights writing for the Negro theater. It has 
produced over 160 plays and has been carried entirely by its own 
door receipts. Members of the Karamu theater are today par- 
ticipating in the professional theaters of the cot intry. Members of 
the Gilpin theaters and the African art sponsors of Karamu House 
have contributed a valuable collection of primitive art to the Cleve- 
land Museum of Art, and an equally valuable ethnological collec- 
tion to the Cleveland Museum of Natural History. This was the 
first such contribution ever to be made by a group of Negro citizens 
in the U nited + States.

If the breath is shallow, as 
in fainting, shock, prostration 
severe or prolonged illness 
enfeeblement of age, this nat- 
ural aid to cirqulation is lacking.

PORTUGAL—VATICAN PACT.
